Committee has received less than $1. 7m 
of reported $100m, Hammad reports

AMMAN — Jordan said Satur- 
day it was feeing grave financial 
difficulties in handling the flow 
of foreigners from Iraq and 
Kuwait in the absence of direct 
internadoDal assistance and cal- 
led for direct comribotions in 
cash to the Kingdom to help it 
pay for tbe expenses incurred in 
tbe evaaiatioii process. 

The national committee su- 
perising tbe process is in dire 
financfla straits and has actual- 
ly received less than JD 1.2 
million in cash contributions 
while it bas spent c»va JD 40 
roilliOQ in offering basic facili- 
ties to over 641,000 evacuees, 
tbe committee’s dtaiiman said. 

Salameb Hammad, who is 
also secretary-general of tbe 
Xfrnistry of Interior, warned 


that the committee, “as a con- 
sequence of the heavy ex- 
penses involved in ensuring 
basic feclities and amenities 
for the evacuees.” had incur- 
red “heavy debts which make 
it impossible for it to cany on 
whb its missioa unless they are 
settled.”

CAIRO (Agencies) — Syria is 
ready to send more troops to face 
Iraq in tbe Gulf and could do so 
wichoiii jeopardisiDg its defences, 
Vice-President Abdul Halim 
Khaddam said Sunday.

An atmoqdieric test at sea 
would have provided Sondi Afri- 
ca, although a parfy at the time to 
the Limited Test Ban Treaty, “a 
relatively quick, safe, and easy 
way... to prove a nudear device 
without creating unambignous 
evidence” that b was reqxmsiUe, 
the doenment says.

Israeli Embassy spokeswoman 
Rnth Yaron said she had not seen 
the document obtained by the 
NRDC, bnt noted that “file 
KGnbtiy of Defence over the 
years bm repeatedly denied any 
cooperation with South Africa 
over nudear matters.

Norway, EC, U.S. 
send relief supplies 


AMMAN (J.T.) — Norway Sun- 
day sent a planeload of relief 
supplies as a gift from foe Norwe- 
giu Red Cross to the Jordan 
National Red Crescent Society 
(JNRCS) to help it offer assist- 
ance to the evacuees arriving in 
I Jordan from Ir^ and Kuwait. 

A representative erf foe Norwe- 
gim Red Cross said that the 
shipment comprised 11 tonnes of 
powdered milk and' the pl^ 
would repatriate 120 Egyptians 
on its way back borne. 

Tbe Norwegian Red Cross bad 
sent three eulier shipments to 
tbe JNRCS in response to an 
ai^ieal by foe latter issued last 
month. 

Tbe arrival of tbe Norwegian 
relief assstance ctmicicied witb 
tbe arrival here of a team of 
doctors working for tbe Indian 
Red Cross who held a meeting 
with tbe JNRCS President 
Ahmad Abu Qoura to discuss 

r»f 

to foe evacuees. 

Abu Qoura said later that tbe 
team would be jotning tbe Jorda- 
nian doctors working at foe two 
JNRCS camps at Az^ caring for 
nationab. 

Abu Qoura bad talks earlier 
witb Micfael Convers, executive 
director of tbe International 
Committee of tbe Red Ckoss 
(ICRC), to discuss relief opera- 
tions for the evacuees m Jordan. 
They also reviewed topics to be 
discussed by tbe ICRC, tbe 
JNRCS. and tbe Leegue of tbe 
Red Cross and Red Crescent 
Societies. These organisations are 
to meet here soon to look into 
means to organise and coordmate 
relief operations for tiie eva- 
cuees. 

Abo Qoura also met witb a 
team of foe Red Crescent Society 
in tbe United Arab Emirates 


(UAE) and said later that foe 
UAE would soon embark on a 
plan to contribute to the repatria- 
tion of evacoees frrom Bangladesh 
in cooperation with JNRCS. 

JNRCS said in a statement 
Saturday foat the total expatri- 
ates now housed at its two camps 
in Aziaq b 29330. 

Tbe JTwCS's teams of doctors, 
foe statement said, had offered 
medicaJ treatinent to 1,653 ex- 
pattiates and referred SO of them 
to hospital. Tbe statement noted 
that foe average number of daily 
arrivab at tbe Azraq camps b 
2.000 and JNRCS supervises tbe 
process of providing them witb 
food and stelter. 

Meanwhile two hundred ton- 
nes of dried skimmed milk pow- 
der donated by tbe European 
Communify (EC) as food aid to 
evacuees strand^ in Jordan was 
deliveied Sept. 29 by truck from 
Aqaba to Minbtiy of Supply 
warehouses m AmiMn The ship- 
ment of milk powder b tbe first 
instalment of emergency food aid 
allocated by foe European Com- 
mission in response to the gov- 
ernmcDt of Jordan's request for 
assistance in coping with foe in- 
flux of Asian and other nationals 
departing from Iraq and Kuwait. 

A second ship b scheduled to 
arrive in Aqaba on Oct. 4 loaded 
with 3,7^ tonnes of wheat, in- 
tended also for free dbtribution 
to evacuees and to replenish gov- 
ernment stocks already dispatch- 
ed to foe transit camps. The total 
allocation of emergency food aid 
intended for Jordan is 9,000 ton- 
nes of wheat. 500 tonnes of veget- 
able oO, 500 tonnes of rice, 2 Cjp 
tonnes of lentib and 200 tonnes of 
milk powder. The food aid will be 
distributed by foe Jordanian au- 
thorities and Non-Governmental 
Organisations (NOGs). 


To date, tbe European Com- 
munity has pledged a total of 
$107.6 million in ^ants to assist 
Jordan in receiving, feeding, 
sheltering and transporting the 
Gulf evacuees. Of thb. $76.6 
million has been provided From 
the budget of the European Com* 
mbsion, and tbe balance from 
bilateral contributions of the 
member states. 

Tbe airlift of Asian nationals 
continues, witb EC financed 
chartered aircraft carrying an 
average 3,750 persons per day. 
roughly 50 per cent of the totk 
number flown out daily from 
Amman. 

U.S. contribution 

In coordination mfo foe Royal 
Jordanian Air Force, U.S. milit- 
ary aircraft have been landing in 
Jordan to unload h umanitarian 
supplies and to tranqxirt db- 
placed Asian nationals to foeir 
bomelands. 

Since thb humanitarian mis- 
sioD began Sept. 18, a series of 
three flints by military C-5 air- 
craft have unloaded 4,5G0 tents, 
numerous blankets, pillows and 
pillow cases, sleeping cots, 
medical supplies, and an assort- 
ment of other relief supplies for 
the immediate needs cf people 
arriving in Jordan from Iraq and 
Kuwait. 

C-141 uufiiary aircraft ferrying 
Asian nationab ended Sept. 27 
witb the airlifting of 120 Philip- 
pine nationab to Manila. The 
first such flight on Sept. 21 un- 
loaded blankets, cob, and medic- 
al supplies and left the next day 
(Sept. 22) for Colombo, with 120 
Sri f.«niran nationab aboard. The 
same aircraft returned to /iciman 
on Sept. 24 and transported 123 
Bangladeshi nationab (120 adults 
and 3 children) to Dhaka.

AMMAN (J.T.) — The Cabinet 
Sunday decided to buy locally 
grown cereals at prices almost 
equal to international rates, re- 
versing earlier practices of pur- 
chasing the crops at much hi^er 
rates than the international 
prices. 

The announcement came in a 
statement which set tbe new 
prices for each commodity for foe 
coming agricultural season. 

According to the new set of 
prices, government centres, 
which normally purchase the- 
cn^ frtxn fanners in tbe Jordan 
Va^y, tbe southern regions and 
tbe northern parts of the conntry, 
wfli from now on buy wheat at tte 
rate of JD 147 per tonne, barley 
at JD lOS per tonne, lentils at JD 
265 per tonne and ebidepeas at 
JD 350 per tonne. 

The statement said that the 
hfimstry of Agriculture worid 
continue to sell seeds for sowii^ 
at rates as before, althon^ it 
boys them for higher prices from 
the local produceK in a bid to 
eneoQxage farmers to produce 
more.

wheat, as seeds for sowing, for 
JD 140, down from foe purifoas- 
ing price cf JD 175, barley a: JD 
Ktt from JD 105, lentils at JD 3^ 
from JD 290 and chickpeas for JD 
300 from JD 390. 

Arabiyat said that foe new 
prices are nearer to the inienia- 
tional rates, and the move came 
with foe devaluation of foe Jorda- 
nian dinar. He said that the gov- 
ernment would be buying the 
cereals foTccily from the faimera 
without middlemen. 

Arabiyat called on foe ta.nners 
to increase production of wheat, 
barley and other cereals so as to 
help Jordan ensure self- 
sufficiency of food commodities' 
and reduce dependence on fore- 
sources. 

Following the announcement,

Knowledgable people, 
however, ar^ie that the war 
option is so msane that it b 
not probable. Suffice to not 
Aat Ae price of oil will 
climb to no less tiian $ 80 a 
barrel at tbe sound of the 
first shot in Ae GuH Ones 
does not need to be a 
wizard to understand what 
such a dramatic rise in Ae 


price of on would do to the 
economies of Ae coontiies 
of Ae world for many years 
to come. The ditiocations in 
the global economy would 
be so catastrophicb Aat 
only a fool wcaild trigger 
sadt a war. In pure econo- 
mic term, the cnmulative 
cost of such a military 
adventure in Ae Gulf could 
figuratively speaking be 
more Aan Ae ‘‘total weight 
of Kuwait in gold.** 

Then one w^d have to 
reckon wiA Ae mflitaiy 
cost of any such outbreak of 
hosifities in Ae Gulf. In 
teixns of baman casualties, 
Ae tally ranges from tens of 
thousands to hundred of 
thousands of dead militazy 
and civiljans caught in Ae 
war zone.

The ulti- 
mate winner could very well 
be Ae West but Ae price 
would be so exobirant and 
riAculons. 'hras the folly of 
Ae war option is so obvious 
to all those who want to see 
it. 

A^unst such a backdre^, 
one should being to prom- 
ote Ae n^otiate settl^ent 
option. The peace initiative 


presentted last week by the 
French Preadeot Franckn 
hfitterand goes a long way 
to offer sm± an option pro- 
vided, it is allowed to nur- 
ture and develop. The 
French plan has already ral- 
lied enou^ initial support 
in dn^ng somC foiot pOO- 
tfve gignak from Bahgdad 
Aat makes it quite oper-. 
ational in doe course. Hie 
fact that the French formula 
b sugar-coated wiA con-- 
cQiatoiy words makes it an 
the more ameniable for 
acceptance by Iraq. Iraq has 
demonstarted time and 
again that it does not re- 
spond favourably to press- 
ure. if Ae worid b genuine- 
ly seardiing for a peaceful

Scared by Ae extraordinary bufldnp of ford^ troops in the 
repoD, these evacuees, mainly Bangladeshi Muslims quit tbeir 
jobs and fled an irmnineat war in search of a safe haven. Penniless 
and abandoned, na only by the international community, bm 
also by Aeir own countries, those evacuees were left stranded in 
camps, espedally set up for Aem in Jordan. penAng tiieir 
repatriation. 

Given Aeir huge numbers and tbe daily influx of tens of 
Aousands of evacuees into Jordan, whose finamaal and ecooomm 
resources are so small to the extent that it can faardly meet the 
basic needs of its own people, Jordan has sought international 
help to cope wiA tiiis unprecedented problem. But so far the level 
of aid extended by the international community has been short oi 
meeting the basic needs of this human flo^ which aimnyt 
eAaus^ Jordan's supply stock. < 

Jordan, wiiiA stood up to shoulder this heavy burden for 
bmnanitaiian considerations should not be left alone to suffer 
from a problem whidi is not of hs own making. Therefore, it is 
incumfai^ on all tbe worid countries to stand by Jordan, 
particularly at this difficult time, wben the country has almost lok 
all its revenues from exports and imports throat Aqaba Port, 
because of hs <Aservance of the Unit^ Nations Secuiity Coondl 
resolution imporing economic sanctions on Iraq.

ROME — Tweive-year-oid 
Andrea Esposito was in the 
wroi^ place at the wrong tine 
and it cost him his life. 

One morning in September he 
witnessed a brutal ambush 
in a seedy wholesale produce 
mailxt near Naples wfam« be 
unloaded fruit crates before 
sdiool to help his frmSy get 1^. 

After shooting the man they 
had oome to killt the gunmen 
from a dan of tte Camoira, the 
Naples re^ n branch of the 
mafia, turned their atte nfioa to 
diofie who had seen them. 

Years ago, Andrea's tender 
a^ might have saved him. He 
might have got away with an icy 
wamiDg to keep his mouth shut. 

Bnt as Andrea huddled in a 
comer crying out for mercy, one 
of the k^eis pox a gun to the 
boy’s bead and fired twice. 

Ihe mafia and its ofGsfaoots 
have killed children before in 
their long and violent hismry. But 
such kiliiogs were rare. They 
were often by-prodncts of aftar^c 
taigetted at others and the mafia 
went to grut pains to keep such 
lalKngs quiet. 

“One of the masterpieces of 
die mafia’s self-generat^ public 
relations image has been to make 
people believe that 'men of hon-

Equality for the weak

The children of the world 
irrespective of their race, culture 
of religion, should enjoy the 
rights, opportunities, liberties, 
education, health, dev'elopment. 
and democratic rights. Is rbk 
simply a utc^an slogan, or a 
realistic atm to struggle for? 
Could we hope that the world 
summit for children will put all 
, foe necessary efforts so that foe 
Struve for these rights become a 
reality. 

Why all this concern for chil- 
: dren? 

— Children represent a large 
{^portioa of the world popula- 
tion. For example in the Arab 
World children represent over SO 
per cent of hs population. 

— ^ The conditions of children in 
foe areas of health, education, 
secnrit>‘ and their preceptions of 
the world today are determiaam 
factors of their friture. 

— The fact that children arc 
dependent on family, sodety and 
state means that they. require 
spedal atiention and protection 
to ensure their develo'jnrient and 
survival. 

— There is an increaring world 
concern for children's wcU-being 
promoted through United Na- 
tions abodes, such as UNICEF. 

On & international level: It is 
agreed that concentrated efforts 
must be developed in some vital 
areas conceroed with children's 
well-being. These main area are: 

Edacatkn 

Every child in the world has the 
right U) primary education. Man 
created tbe alphabet many 
thousands of yean ago. Tbe writ- 
ton language through which hu- 
mans trace cbeir dvfosatiou is one 
of superior forms of communica- 
tion. The reality is a hard story: 
today there exist about one bU- 
lion illiterates of whidi 100 mil- 
lion are cfaildreu, 98 per cent of 
tliiteratos are in foe developing 
countries, and female illiteracy 
remains dominant. In addition, 
educational curricula, are far 
from reqxmsive to child develop 
meet and needs. 

War and conflicts 

Wars cootiDDe to be a major 
burdeu ou dnldreu lives and well- 
being in developing countries. 
For example in Africa war is a 


major cause of famine. There are 
over one milli on Ethiopian chil- 
dren who are depriv^ of the 
necessary food supplies as a cou- 
sequence of war of conflicts. In 
Sudan, there are l.S million dis- 
placed people who have escaped 
from famine and war. 

War, like cancer, is difficult to 
control or to stop. Anns, manu- 
factured mainly by foe "power- 
ful" nations, are rarley for 
seif defence but often for aggres- 
sion. 

Can we hope that humans will 
some day refr^ from using their 
inteUtgence to destrnct each 
other? It is necess^ to remem- 
ber that developing countries 
spend over SO per cent to 70 per 
cent budgets on military expendi- 
ture. 

Health 

Every child in the world should 
at least have access to primary 
health care. We know that 40.000 
children under foe age of five die 
ev’ery day in tbe developing coun- 
tries, mainly caused by diseases 
foai.can.^ Pfnvent^. It is esti- 
^maf^ fo’» innutrition, atneuce ' 

clean water and sanitation are 
major fanors for worsening the 
health of children worid-wi<k. To 
mention some tragic figures : four 
nnllion children under five die 
from diarrhea annually; 3.5 mil- 
lion children die from six prevent- 
able diseases. Pre^ant women 
are 20 times more Ukely to die in 
foe Third World countries mainly 
dur^ delivery. Furthermore, 
millioas of cbildren are mal- 
DOurisbed. blind, brain-damaged 
and disabled due to variable pre- 
ventable diseases. 

It is imponam to remember 
that health budgets in foe Third 
W'orld are one-^rd of Those in 
developed countries, thought 
health problems are alarming. 

Today it is weU recognised foat 
major efforts should be made 
iowards:uDiversal child im- 
munisation. oral rehydration 
therapy, acute resinraiory infec^ 
tiODs control, malnutrition, 
maternal healthcare, adequate 
water and sanitation. 

Child labour 

It is regrettable foat work con- 
tinues to be a burden on difldren 
in several developiog countries. 
Unfortunately, normal childhood 
seems to be reduced in some 


countries where pover^ comples 
children to beoime bread-ear- 
ners. 

About SO million cbildren 
under 15 years are working in 
difficnlt and hard conditions 
which are inappropriate for their 
age, and would hann their physic- 
al and mental development. The 
majori^ of these duldren are in 
the Third World. In ^ypt for 
example seven per cent of tbe 
total labour force are children in 
foe six to 11 year group. Can we 
hope to see some prevention me- 
asures or at least regulation that 
protect working diildren? It is a 
fact that childran’s work histor- 
ically nsed to be part of foe family 
system which is protective, but at 
present it is part of foe general 
labour market, dominated by foe 
financial interest of employers. 

(^Idren need also to be pro- 
tected against all kinds of vio- 
lence and exploitation, induding 
physical, psy^ological and sex- 
ual abuse. 

Enviraiineiit 

"Today’s generation is uh^dy 
suffering from negative eaviroo- 
memal factors influencing survive 
al and health. At present it is 
particularly importam to impose 
drastic international measures of 
prevention and control to protect 
foe present and future genera- 
tions from irreversible enriron- 
memal damages. 

On foe regional level: some 
issues seem to be more specifical- 
ly relatod to foe Middle East. Tbe 
essential priorities to be consi- 
dered are: 

F^rtnre security and peace 

Do foe chiiciren of tbe Middle 
East have any kind of future 
security? 

Political and armed conflicts 
have been and continue to have a 
permanent danger in the region. 
Children in foe West Bank, Leba- 
non, foe Sudan, and nowadays in 
Iraq are under continuous milit- 
aiy danger. Tbe cildren of foe 
intifada are sufiering from war 
injuries, imprisonment and 
psychological traumas. There is 
also a general ban on access to 
edocatioQ. It is relevent to indi- 
cate that tbe Balfour declaration 
has mentioned that the creation 
of a national home for the Jews 
must not prejudice the rights of 
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tbe local inhabitants. It is dear 
that a just peace b a prelude to 
foe well-betog of diikhen in tbe 
West Bank Gaza. Also the 
new generation in Lebanon live 
with a strong feeling of division of 
identicy, tom uumg the sense of 
belonging to a family, sect, lei- 
gion and a nation. 

EaMMMKik crisis 
The present economic crisb in 
some countries of the Middle 
East have also negative influ- 
ences on foe already fragile exist- 
ence of children. In some Arab 
countries the national per capita 
income has declined by about 50 
per cent during foe past few 
yeazs. This has had sorious im- 
plications on foe conditions of 
nutiitioD, health and education of 
children. 

We ask tbe World Summit For 
Children to adopt economic prog- 
rammes that are more humane. 
We hope that thb summit can 
convince tbe IMF to change its 
economic polides and ease press- 
ure indebted such as tbe devastat- 
ing measures employed for im- 
posing currency devaluation, the 
suppression of state subsidies for 
basic foods... ect. 

It is dear foat development in 
foe Third World countries was 
initiated with foe help of de- 
veloped countries to provide the 
basic needs of dbadvantaged so- 
da! groups. It b ironic that these 
people are foe first to suffer from 
tbe severe econoouc restrictions 
imposed by the IMF and thus 
becoming poorer and poorer. We 
bc^ that efaSdren not be 
driven to starvation in order to 
pay tbe debts of foe developing 
countries. 

Besides, thb critical economic 
crisb is one of the factors which 
create the actual tension in foe 
region where there b a popular 
feeling amoi^ the people of foe 
region that tbe vt^fo of foe 
oil-rich Arab World benefits only 
a minority, while tontine b a daily 
event in some other Arab coun- 
tries. 

Insmanoe of primary health 
care and edneadon 
Basic health services of good 
standards should be available for 
aD children under five years. In- 
creasing efforts are needed to 
reduce the infant mortafity in foe 
region which U mainly due to 
preventable causes. A reconsid- 
eration of health budget needs 
should be undertaken, ^eventive 
heahh should be given priority. 
Statistics show that in tbe Arab 
World approximately one million 
(iifldren nnder tbe age of five die 
each year with 90 per cent 'of 
these deaths dne to preventable 
medical causes. 

Primary education for both 
sexes b essential. Good educa- 
tional standards play a role in 
improving children’s health. It b 
estimated that there are approx- 
imately nine million illiterate chil- 
dren, tbe majority of whom are 
girb. 

Adults have not been success- 
ful in creating societies with equal 
and adequate opportunities for 
all. Let us hope that foe children 
of today can live in a better 
world, if we pro^de them with 
our best and ancere efforts. 

The last decade of foe 20th 
century, must accelerate all 
efforts for foe well-being of chil- 
dren all over the woiid, so foat 
foe generation which U moving 
into the 21th century could be 
proud of foe new century.

Oiiening lead: Nine of 
There are many truths in those 
bridge rubrics, most of them banded 
down to us from the days of whist. 
But they are designed for general- 
ities, not specific situations. There 
are times when they should be ob- 
served more in the breach. 

North’s opening bid was a trifle 
tight, but the hand ±'d contain 2 1/2 
defensive tricks and the master suit.

Gulf crisis may force India 
to go to IMFforabig loan 


DELHI (R) — Tbe Gulf 
criris will cost India’s economy 
about $23 billion and New Delhi 
may have to swallow its pride and 
bontiw from die Intematioiial 
Monetary Fhnd (IMF), officials 
and economists say. 

Finance Minister Madhu 
Danadavate, in Washington for 
tbe annual World Bank / IMF 
meeting, said had not yet 
asked toe fimd for a loan, bnt in 
soch a Ug crisis, no opti^ are 
ruled out." Indian news agencies 
(juoied him as saying. 

"Tbe finance minister has final- 
ly decided to take tbe plunge and 
^ IMF assistance,’’ tbe Times of 
Intoa said Saturday. 

In an address to toe meeting 
last week, Dandavate urged tbe 
IMF to set a specxri fund to 
help developing countries pay for 
the doublizig of ofl prices since 
Iraq invaded Kuwait. 

Dandavate said a rise in ^ctoal 
interest rates, rocketing <ril prices 
and loss of worker’s zemictances 
and eiqwrts to toe Kfiddle East 
have badly hit the balance of 
payments position of develoiMng 


countries, particulalry in south 
Asia. 

But tbe meeting ended with no 
agreement c» a special fund, 

Dandavate, responding to 
questions from Indian reporten, 
said India need not any 

cemditioas attaelH^ to a loan be-« 
(g«!ig Delhi has already antici- 
pated IMF prescriptions. 

IndiaD eebno mi sts have urged 
tbe government to ignore the 
political fallout and ask tbe fund 
for money now to rescue the 
country^ deteriorating of 

payments posithm. 

"We’ve gotten ouzseNes into 
(juite a jam. Any delay will cause 
our whole pok^ structure to- 
wards more liberalisation arid in- 
creased competitiveness to 
(toange,” smd S.L. Rao, dixector 
of tile National Council of Ap- 
plied Economic Research. 

A recent finance ministry study 
said if ofl prices average S2S a 
barrel over the next year from 
October it will add $2.5 bflfion to 
India’s import bill. 

India alM could lose $300 mil- 
lion in lost trade and remittances 
from workers in Iraq and Kuwait, 


tile study said. 

India's etutent account defici 
could ballooa to more than $9 
billion at the end of 199Qr91 from 
$6.8 billion last year, one West-

Foreign exchange reserves, 
meaxiwUle, have dwindled to 
around S2.9 biffion from $3.2 
billion last December and $43 
bflhoD at tbe end of 1988. 

India, a member of tbe IMF 
executive board, worries that the 
fund would embarrass the coun- 
try with cODciitions for putting its 
economic house in or^. 

"They prescribe so many re- 
medies diat couch on political 
questions it makes it diffignit to 
qiproadi them," said one finatioe 
mhuscry official who did not want 
to be named. 

'Taking an IMF loan is a sign 
of weakness," said economist 
Raja Cbettiafa writing in the Eco- 
nomic Times newqiaper. 

"If India goes to ^ IMF, it 
would pnblidy admit its haiaiw 
oi payments is in trouble and 
cannot be resolved without get- 
ting IMF support," he noted. 

The economists say India is 


worried the IMF will demand it 
take drastic steps to slato a wide- 
ning bndget deficit, particularly 
expenave subsidies to fanners, 
and privatise ack state-owned 
companies that have dripped red 
ink for years. 

CbeOiah said India should go to 
the IMF with its own plan for 
fiscal r e fan n to avoid any embar- 
rassment over eondition^ty. 

"There is yet another alterna- 
tive: Impose ifflpmt eonm^ lod 
go back on Hberalisation. I am for 
this alternative because we have 
tried this method for the last 30 
years and have not succe ed ed," 
be added. 

Rao said India’s internal debt 
— tbe amount it owes state banks 
to finance its arrears — has cros- 
sed 2,000 btffioD rupees ($114 
billion), or nearly double its ex- 
ternal debt of $& union. 

Twdia is paying off tiie last 
installments of a $S biffion 10- 
year loan from the IMF in 1981, 
the largest ever by the fund, and 
may wait until h is repaid next 
year before g^g to the fund 
again, economists say. 


Economic situation dramatic, 
action needed — R3fzltkov 


MOSCOW (Agencies) — 
Prime Kfinister l^kolai Ryzh- 
kov said Satnrday the Soviet 
Umoo’s economic plight bad 
readied dramatic proportions 
and strict observance of law 
and work discipline was 
needed to prevent further col- 
hqise. 

Ryzhkov, in his weekly tele- 
vision address, backed Pru- 
dent Mikhail Gorbachev’s 
cfirectives this week ordering 
ministries to make up for tost 
production and punish enter- 
prises feiUng to suf^ly impor- 
tant goods. 

'The sitnation is such in toe 
country now that we must stop 
tile d^Jine. 1 do not want to 
dramatise or fti^ten anyone 
and X have no right to do so. 
Bnt we simply cannot leave 
iuattc±5 *'tofcy'ajai!bow," h^f*. 

'saSar 

'T3WS, decrees, resolutions 
are not bring tmplemented. 
We have not had tiiu sitnation 
in the country for a long time 
and if we do not stop this we 
could worsen the sitnation.” 

Radicals have demanded 
Ryzhkov’s resignation because 
of his opposition to their prop- 
osal to introduce a m^et- 
based economy within 500 
days. 

Parliament has so far foiled 
to find a compromise between 
tbe radical and Ryzhkov’s 
cautions alternative, but it has 
granted sweeping new powers 
to Gorbachev which virtually 
turn toe lunning of the eco- 
nomy over to him. 

Ryzhkov described Gor- 
barimv’s directive as "timely" 
and repeated his daim 
until market mechanisms were 
put properly into place it was 
vital to niaintain «ri«ting linicv 
between enterprises and gov- 
ernment ministiies. 

"If we do not do so ihroagh 
3 ome unwillingness (to act), we 


oonid find tbe unity of tbe 
economy ruined pending toe 
establishment of market rela- 
tions," he said. 

'Today many of our trou- 
bles are rooted in the fact that 
toe unity of onr economy, 
which was earlier based on 
stem directives, is not working 
DOW that we have developed 
mme democr^c means." 

He said anthoiities were 
working out a system of finan- 
cial penalties fto finns or au- 
toorities foiling to carry out 
production reqi^meuts. 

Ryzhkov decried worsening 
food shortages in indostiial 
areas.

Ryzhkov also said that if the 
country observed toe re<iiiired 
disdiri^, problems assexaa t ed 
unto bringing in toe current 
harvest c^d be overcome. 

"I believe that if in tbe next 
three weeks, maximum, we 
work as we should we have tbe 
basis to provide for ourselves 
in potatoes, vegetables, frito," 
he said. 

'This week, factory work- 
ers, soldiers and dty dwellets 
swarmed into tbe conntryside 
to help farmers poll pototoes 
from rain-soaked fielto in an 
effort to fend off hunger this 
winter. 

"In some industrial regions, 
peofte are going to the fields 
de^te toe difficult weather 
conditions, and tbe army 
helps," Rytokov srid. 

He dismissed as "immoral" 
suggestions that discontent 
within toe army could lead to a 
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military coup.

"We are not reducing tbe (febt 
as (pxiddy as we would like. Some 
organisations are continuing to 
sign ocmtra(X5 witiioat worrying 
about sources of payment," be 
-said. 

Late payments 1^ Soviet fore- 
ign tTB(fe orgazdsatioas, until re- 
cently reliable and prompt 
payers, have worried Western 
creditors this year. 

But banbsrs say matters im- 
proved after Moscow borrowed 
five billion marks ($3.2 billion) 
from West Germany in June. 

Much of toe loan was used to 
pay import bills ftmn West Ger- 
man companies. "We are making 
efforts to pay firms from otiier 
countries," Moskovsky said, 
without qracifying how much 
debt remained. 

Unprecedented arrears built up 
after a dn^ in Soviet mi expext 
earnings, arc economic r efo r ms 
allowing companies to conduct 
foreign trade on their own for the 
first time. 

Moskovsky said the debt would 
eventual by repakL He alto 
suggested toere should be a inme 
realistic rouble exdiange rate. 

"It is t» secret tiiat because of 
hs irr^inlar level Soviet enters 
prises frequentiy find it easier to 
buy goods abroad than to pro- 
dure tiiem in tins country,” be 
said.

MUSCAT (AP) — After restrict- 
ing its oil output for mmths to 
help OPEC stabilise prices, 
Oiou has deckfed to raise it to 
TOOJOOO barrels a day, a pet- 
roleum and minerals ministry 
qiokcsmatt said Sunday. 

Oman’s current output is 

660.000 baiiels a day* The six per 
cent inoease will be inqdemented 
gradually over the next three 
months, said state petroleum 
mariteting direetor Rashid Bar- 
wani. 

'Tlans to raise production to 

700.000 barrels per day were eon- 
si(tezed several months ago and it 
is DOW our intention to go ahead 
with these by the end of this 
year," be said. 

Tbe Organisation of Petroleum 
Esqiorting Countries (OPEC) had 
beCT ojrag to restrict the prodne- 
tkm of its 13 member states and 
soHching tbe help of non-OPEC 
producers, surii as Oman, to de- 
fend an oil price of $21 a barrel. 

Snee tbe Gulf crisis erupted 
with Iraq’s takeover of Kn^t, 
prices have qnralled and are now 
in the range of $40 a barrel for 
some grades of enufe ofl. 

Tbe takeover also eliminated 
from tbe market foor million 
barrels a day that used to be 
produced by Iraq and Kuwait. 

Baivrani said state ofl officials 
would like to see prices stabilise 
at a level equitable to both pro- 
ducers and eottsumers. He said 
the grade of ofl that Oman pro- 
duces fetched $31-$32 a barrel in 
September. 

*The price we’re getting now is 
hi^, and naturally there is a 
short-term gain," said Barwani. 


"We don't expect it to stay hi^, 
however, and in toe long term it’s 
not in our inttrest for it to do so. " 

He expressed a preference for 
a price level of around $25 a 
baire! — which was siso favoured 
by Iraq aad Iran before a July 
OPEC meeting, although they 
later approved toe $21 mark.

Zambia raises petrol 
prices by 70 per cent 


LUSAKA (R) Zambia raised 
petrol prices by 70 per cent Stm- 
day, citiiig increases in tbe cost of 
crude oil on worid markets due to 
toe Gulf crisis. 

“The price increase has been 
necessitated by the spiralling 
ernde ofl cost caused by toe con- 
tinue Gnlfcriris,” tiie country’s 
ofl importer, Zambia -Industzia! 
and Muting Company (ZIMCO) 
said in a statemenL 

The new rise comes cutly a 
month after Zambia raised its 
petrol price by 50 per cent be- 
cause of proCUremen financing 
difficulties following Iraq’s 


takeover of Kuwait. 

Zambia had inqKuted crude ofl 
from Kuwait at very concessional 
prices before the takeover but 
had to find other supplies, iradud- 
ing processed oil ftom South 
Africa. 

Iran said in August it would 
riipply Zambia with 70,(M ton- 
Ks of crude ofl bnt it is not clear 
whether h has arrived. 

Tbe first petrol price increase 
forced prices cf other goods and 
servicss to rise, qrarking fears of 
industrial unrest as winkers be- 
gan to demand higher wages.

U.N warns of famine 
disaster in Mozambique 


MAPUTO (R) — The U.N. de- 
velopment ^ef in Mozambique 
has warned of the threat of a 
temine disaster in a conntry 
where about two-thirds of hs 15 
million people live in absolute 
poverty. 

Peter Simkin, resident repre- 
sentative of the U.N. Develop- 
ment Programme (UNDP), said 
donor response for emergen^ 
aid this >ear bad dropped off 
sharply. 

Tbe Gulf crisis, the need to 
finance reconstruction in Eastern 
Europe and even “donor weari- 
ness” were all taking their toll. 
Weste rn diplomats said. 

“Mozambique is Hving on a 
knife edge that could e^y be- 
come a disaster area of major 
proportions... it could transit 
into famine later this year or eariy 
next year and we teve no re- 
somcesto fall*back on,” Simlrin 
told Renters in a weekend inters 
view. 

“It may be too late to prevent a 
major (fisaster,” be added. 

Simlrin ' sud an emergency 
appeal launched in April by the 
United Nations bad received a 
much lower response than in ^ 
previons year. 

Only two-thirds of the bare 
rmnimtim of food . had been 
offered, while donors had i^edged 
$500,000 of $14 million son^t for 
relief and sornval items si^ as 


clotiiing, cooking nntemdis and 
Uankets. 

“There’s been a definite falling 
off. This is paiticiilarty worrying 
in the aadount of food pledged — 
only two-thirds of veiy, very con- 
servative requiiemeots bas^ on 
survival rations,” Simkin said. 

In New York, Mozambican 
President Joaquim Chissano told 
journalists at tte United Nations 
that the world's poorest states 
bad been hard hit by tiie OnK 
crisis and soaring oil prices and a 
fall in international aid. 

The key to Mozwbiqne’s fn- 
ture lies in an end to tbe war tiiat 
has devastated tbe conntry and 
driven about one-thnd of its peo- 
|rie from tiieir homes. 

But peace talks between the 
Maputo government and Re- 
namo rebels are deadlocked and 
Western diplomats see little hope 
for a qmck end to 25 years of 
devastating confikt.

NEW YORK (R) — Eorop^ 
and North American foreign 
ministers meet in New York t& 
week to try to clear tbe way fm a 
landmark November summit tiiat 
will 1^ out the structure of the 
new Europe in the post-cold war 
era. 

The race is on to forge agree- 
ment among more than 30 states 
over the new and strengthened 
role to be ^ven to the Confer- 
ence (» Security and Coopera- 
tion in Europe (CSCE), wfaidi 
until now has had no fixed institn- 
tiotts. 

“Everyone agrees that it is time 
to move in this direction, the only 
divergence is how for we should 
go,” John Maresca, chief U.S.

to prepare the Paris summit, said 
in Vienna last week. 

Ptospects for bolding the sum- 
mit as pfonned on Nov. 19 looked 
op last week when U.S. Secretary 
of State James Baker and Soviet 
Foreign Mmister Eduard She- 
vardnadze made progress on a 
treaty on conv entional forces in 
Eorope (CFE). 

Eak and West have agreed the 
summit should ooly go ahead if it 
can sign tbe CFE treaty irtiidi 
will slash back tbe number of 
tanks, guns and warplanes de- 
pl^ed in Europe.

The report was seen Sunday in 
Bangkok. 

“‘ney also expressed their wish 
that the traditional friendship be- 
tween the Vietnamese and tbe 
Chinese peoples would be res- 
tored soon ... and the friendship 
and cooperation between the two 
countries would be normaUsed,” 
it said.

UNITED NATIONS (AP) — 
More than 70 woild leaders win 
pledge “to pve every child a 
better future'' and coo^t pover- 
ty, disease, malnutrition and illi- 
teracy at tiie largest snnumt meet- 
ing in history. 

On tiie final day of tbe worid 
children's summit, presidents, 
kings and prime miiiisters are to 
sit at a huge table to adopt a. 
dedaration that children tave 
first daim on the world’s re- 
sources. 

The nations represented at tbe 
summit will announce new 
strategies to rednee infont mOTtal- 
hy, poveity, illiteracy and make 
b^th care more available to 
mothezs and dnlclreiL
